We find inall their Petitions, 
royall expreſſions, humble ſuits, hearty intreatics unto his Mairfty, rocomply with thera 
for his own honour and ſafctic, cordial} Protcſtaticns of the fircerity of their intermions 
towards his Majeſty,and free and tu}t promiſes nenher to ſpare pains, purſes, perſons; not 
eſtates, for the defence of his perſon , and preſervation of his honour; yea unwearied ane
